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TIMBER MEASURE. 



^ The following Table gives the number of 

^ feet, inches and parts, contained in a stick of 
Timber of any dimension, from 18 to 36 feet 
long, and from 9 to 24 inches square. 

The column on the left, from 18 to 36, is 
intended for the length of a piece of Timber, 
and the caption for the breadth and depth. 
Example — A stick of Timber 23 feet long, 
15 inches broad, and 14 inches thick : to find 
its contents, refer to the column on the lefl for 
the length 23 feet ; then on a line immediately 
under its dimension 14 by 15, you find the 
contents to be 33 feet, 6 inches, and 6 parts. 
Where the contents of a larger stick is 
required, than given in the Table ; for in- 
stance, 45 feet, take the amount o^ 23 and 22 
feet of the dimension required, add them to. 
gether, and you have the contents of a stick 
45 feet long. If the breadth or depth is not 
on the Table, where the length is given ; fer 

A* 



instance, 10 X 8, take the amount of 10 X 16 
of the sanne length ; as 10 X 16 is twice 10 X 8, 
you have only to divide 10 X 16 by 2, and you 
have the quantity contained in a stick of 
10 X 8. Where neither the breadth nor depth 
is in the Table ; for instance, 7X8, find out 
the quantity in a stick of the same length, 
14 X 16, divide them by 4, and you have the 
contents required. 

The contents of a stick of round Timber, 
when squared, can be ascertained, with a 
smair variation, by the same Table. Where 
Ihe stick is of equal diameter, gird it in the 
middle with a small cord, and take 1-5 of the 
girt for the square of the side ; where it is 
tapering, gird it in two or more places, and 
divide the sum of the girt for the mean girt, 
which when found, 1-5 will be the side of the 
square, the contents of which will be nearly 
the same as a stick of square Timber of the 
same dimensions.

BOARDS AND PLANES. 



The following Table gives the number of 
square feet and inches contained in a Board 
one inch thick, from 10 to 20 feet long, and 
from 6 to 24 inches broad ; and from 21 to 
55 feet long, and from 12 to 20 inches broad. 
The column on the left, is the length, and the 
caption the breadth in inches ; under which, 
and opposite to the length of a board, you have 
its contents in feet and inches. Example — 
Require the contents of a Board 35 feet long 
and 20 inches broad ; by reference, you will 
find it to be 68 feet, 4 inches. 

In measuring Boards, it is not customary to 
add tlie extra inches in length ; but where 
ship or other long and thick plank is measur- 
ed, it makes an essential diflerence, which, 
however, in some measure may be remedied, 
by omitting all under 6 inches over the foot, 
and calling all over equal to a foot — in a large 
quantity, the difference will be trifling. 
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WAGES AND BOARD. 



TABLE OP WAGES AND BOAR0. 



The oolumn on the left shows the numbei" 
of days ; the caption the rate per month. To 
find the amount of 16 days works, 910 per 
month, you trace the number of days to 16 ; 
follow the line until it is under 910, the rate 
per month, and you find 86,16, omitting the 
lesser fractions. That for Board in the same 
way. The wages are cast at 26 working 
days to the months and the week's board at 
6 days*

EXPLANATION OF TABLE OF DAYS. 



On the lefl you have the month, from any 
day of which to compute the number of days 
to the same day in any other month — For ex- 
ample, you wish to know how many days 
there are from the 20 of January to the 20 of 
August ; by following the line January, till 
you are under the month of August, gives you 
the number of days 212, and so for other 
months.
